CROSS THE NAKTONG

TOKYO. Aug. S—(INS)—A U. 8. 
offensive In Korea's southern sector 
rolled westward Ave more miles 
today to within some IO miles of 
Chinin, thwarting the direct Red 
threat to vital Pusan for the time 
being. 
However, a new enemy threat to 
the flank of the whole United Na* 
tlons position In Korea's southeast 
corner grew to serious proportions 
When an estimated 15,000 Commu­ 
nist troops, with some tanks, crash­ 
ed across the Naktong River. 
Armor-tipped spearheads of these 
enemy forces landed within 12 miles 
of Taegu, South Korean provisional 
capital and northwest corner st on'e 
of the shrivelled Allied rectangular 
front. 
The “no retreat" Naktong line was 
breached In at least four and prob­ 
ably Ave places as the invaders 
built 
up 
armored 
and 
Infantry 
forces to drive on Taegu and sever 
the Pusan-Taegu lifeline railroad. 
The enemy’s own western flank 
nevertheless faced possible peril as 
n result of the war's first big-scsle 
counter-offensive by some 
10,000 
U. 8. Marine and Army troops In 
the south. 
There three American regiments 
chalked up gains Tuesday desig­ 
nated officially and conservatively 
aa ranging between two and five 
miles In the second day of the sus­ 
tained push from the area west of 
Masan.
